—Canadian army units as 
well as squadrons of the 
Royal Canadian Air 
are now stationed in Alaska, 
Air Minister C. G. Power dis- 
closed in a statement issued 


here today. 

Accémpanied by Air Marshal 
L, 8. Breadner, chief of air staff, 
the air minister arrived un- 
heralded in Victoria last night 
after a flight of several days which 
took them from Ottawa along the 
northern air route to Alaska. 
They will leave for Ottawa again 
today. 

The statement said the object at 


the tour was to inspect the chain of| | 


airports built through the northwest | 
to Alaska by the Canadian govern-| 
ment, A third member of the party 
was Air Commodore F. Vernon | 
Peakes, air member of the per- 
manent joint board on defence. 


VISIT U.S, BASES 

The difficulties in developing the 
air route had been immense, Maj.| 
Power said, but it is now in full 
operation and “proving of inestim- 
able value in reinforcing Alaska.’ 

In Alaska the minister and his 
party visited the main United 

States bases, meeting U.S. army, 
navy and air commanders and dis- 
cussing at first hand the prob- 
lem of Alaskan defence as related 
to Canada’s west coast, Maj. 

Power was said to be “much im- 
Pressed with the United States 
commanders’ appreciation of the 
situation which was most reassur- 
ing.” 

The statement said the minister 
&lso visited Canadian army units in 
Alaska. 

Maj. Power visited all Canadian | 
squadrons in Alaska and “found 
them to be in fine fettle and very | 
keen at having an opportunity of | 
meeting the. Jap wherever and | 
whenever he can be found.” 


ANXIOUS TO MEET JAPS 


“The Americans are doing every- 
thing within their power to make 
Canadian squadrons comfortable 
and have given them a most im- 
portant role in the operations,” the 
statement said. It added that oll 
Canadians were in “splendid condi- 
tion” and “the nearer they were to 
the Japanese the happier they were” 
Few, if any. wanted to return to 
Canadian stations, all being anxious 
to take a heavy toll of the Japanese, 
which “they are quite capable of 
doing.” 


INTENDED COMING HERE 

Maj. Power said that when he left 
Ottawa it was intended to fly to 
Alaska from Edmonton via White- | 
horse, Y.T., but smoke from forest | 
fires and poor visibiilty at Edmon- 
ton led them to take the upper half 
of the route first. They flew over 
the mountains to inspect develop- | 
ments at Prince George, B.C, on the 
way to Whitehorse and will cover 
the lower part of the route on their 
way back to Ottawa

Simultaneously, the Nazi-con- 
trolled Paris radio asserted that 
“the Germans are advancing from 
Voronezh in the direction of Por- 
| ovino,” 140 miles east of Voronezh. 


EAST OF DON RIVER 

Voronezh, a city of 212,000 popu- 
lation, lies 10 miles east of the Dou 
river, about half way between Mos- 
cow and Rostov, 

While the Russians gave no indi- 
cation that Voronezh had fallen, Red 
army headquarters indicated that 
Gen. Heinz Guderian’s Nazi tank 
columns, sweeping 50 miles beyond 
the line of their greatest 1941 ad- 
vance, had fought their way across 
the upper Don. 

Soviet dispatches said the Red 
armies were falling back in good 
order, inflicting a heavy toll on 
the invaders, with half a dozen 
battles costing the Germans 3,550 
in dead alone, 

“During July 6, our troops waged 
fierce battles west of Voronezh and 
southwest of Stari Oskol,” the Russ 
ian command said. 

“Our troops evacuated a number 
of populated places.” 

USING FRESH TROOPS 

Voronezh is 130 miles east of 
Kursk, the starting-point of the new 
German offensive. Stari Oskol lies 
65 miles southwest of Voronezh. 

Soviet dispatches said fresh 
German divisions were moving 
into the battle and that almost 
200,000 ' Nazi troops now were 
throwing tHelr weight into the 
drive, which ultimately could turn 
either south for a thrust into the 
Caucasus oil fields or north for a 
flanking sweep around Moscow, 

Although military experts expect- 
|ed Hitler to strike for the oil trea- 
sures of the Caucasus, they did not 
discount the possibility that he 
might also be intent on the prize 
that so bitterly eluded him in 1941— 
the capture of Moscow. 

German communiques_ recently 
have stressed action in the Rzhev 
zone, 120 miles northwest of Mos- 
cow, and today Hitler's field head- 
quarters reported: 

“In attacks in the Rzhev area, 
the enemy was thrown from his 
| positions on a broad front.” 

This may be the start of a nor- 
thern pincers movement against 
Moscow, synchronized with the 
southern sweep through Voronezh, 
some 300 miles below the Soviet 
capital,

MANY AIR BLOWS 


(The main Allied blow appeared 
to be these widespread air attacks. 

(The fact the Germans and Ital-

| great land fighting indicated that 
Rommel appeared more reluctant 
to join action as his cOmmunications 
came More into danger.) 

While the enemy struck at the 
Nile Delta area, 65 to 70 miles 
eastward, with an overnight air 
raid described as “small scale,” 
Allied aircraft bombed and strafed 
areas about El Daba and between

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Arms For The Reserves 


Canada’s reserve army is to get a con- 
stant flow of supplies and mechanical 
equipment. This is the good news an- 
nounced by Major-General Browne, di- 
rector of the force. It will be cheering 
to the members of reserve units, and only 
in degree less cheering to the general pub- 
lic—who must by this time have shed the 
delusion of security and come to realize 
that Canadians may have to fight on their 
own soil, perhaps before this summer has 
ended. 

It is no secret that these units needed 
more equipment. For the reason of 
course that there has been a terrible need 
of everything in every theatre of actual 
war, and the home defence force had to 
get along with what little could be spared. 
Nor is it any secret that this scarcity of 
equipment has been a hindrance to re- 
cruiting the reserve units up to full 
strength and raising new ones. 

Assurance that the “tools” with which 
to train are to be forthcoming should 
stimulate enlistment all across the coun- 
try. This is to be hoped, for not nearly 
enough men who are ineligible for the Ac- 
tive army are training in the reserves. 
Every man able to bear arms should learn 
how to use them, for if invasion comes 
there can be none too many to meet it. 


Two Days Lost 


Striking employees at the Beauhar- 
nois Alloys and Metals works went back 
to work Saturday night, after union offi- 
cials and Government officials had ex- 
plained to them that the strike was illegal. 
That is good news, but it does not make 
up for two days of lost production in a 
vital war plant. Neither does it excuse 
whoever was responsible for inciting the 
men to quit work. 

Many of the rank and file employees 
may not have known they were breaking 
the law, though the least informed among 
them knew they were slowing down the 
output of munitions. But the promoters 
of the strike either knew they were defy- 
ing the law or should have known it. 
Whichever was the case, they are not men 
to be entrusted with power to influence 
others engaged in the life-and-death busi- 
ness of supplying materials for weapons 
and ammunition. The resumption of work 
neither clears them nor makes it safe to 
leave them in position to call another shut- 
down, 

These promoters of sabotage, whether 
they acted through malice or ignorance, 
should be put into employment somewhere 
else, and at something where their talent 
for making mischief would have less op- 
portunity to work harm. 


Fair Week 


Next week will be Fair Week in Ed- 
monton. Last year’s event, it will be re- 
membered, was to be the last Fair held 
during the period of the war. For the 
reason that several of the buildings and a 
large part of the grounds had been taken 
over for military use. Because of this the 
livestock show had to be eliminated. As 
this had always been an outstanding feat- 
ure, the Fair suffered accordingly as an 
agricultural exhibition. 

But it later was found possible to hold 
a fair this summer, and this year the live- 
stock show will be back, though some 
other features will of necessity be miss- 
ing, because of lack of buildings. Enough 
space has, however, been released by the 
Government to accommodate the stock 
show, and for this the entries are said to 
be particularly numerous and to include 
some of the finest animals in Canada, 

There will of course be the usual 
racing program and grand stand and other 
attractions, 

The attendance for the week showed a 
drop last year of about 10,000 from the 
figures for the year before, though the 
financial outcome of the Fair was better. 
This year the outlook is that the attend- 
ance will move upward again. Employ- 
ment is more general than it was a year 
ago, and holiday trips are at a discount 
because of gasoline restrictions. Fair 
Week offers the opportunity for an enjoy- 
able and profitable holiday at home, and 


will no doubt prove more than usually 
attractive because of the difficulties of 
travel.

Today the war between Japan and 
China enters its sixth year. The fifth vear 
has made China's immediate position defi- 
nitely worse. It is now more completely 
cut off from the outside world than it has 
been before. The Burma road has been 
closed. Japanese armies are standing on 
its southern border all the way from Indo- 
China to the frontier of India, where they 
were not one year ago. The fall of Hong 
Kong closed an outlet through which 
blockade-runners did manage to feed sup- 
plies to the Chinese armies despite the 
vigilance of the enemy patrol ships. 

A year ago the Japanese had to be 
met on one Chinese front. Now they have 
to be countered on two fronts, with the 
Chinese supply routes then open now 
closed. The obvious purpose of Tokyo is to 
crush Chinese resistance absolutely and

Neither the Chinese Government nor 
troops have shown any disposition to 
slacken their efforts because of this 
assurance of final success, to ‘‘lean” on 
their allies and leave others to do their 
fighting. They are contesting every foot 
of Chinese soil with the valor and persev- 
erance they showed when they stood 
alone. They deserve all the help that can 
be given them, and the freedom to which 
they can look forward confidently despite 
the hard circumstances of the hour.

The ideas are stated in the “con- 
clusions” of the study which re- 
views measures taken in Great Brit- 
ain since the start of the war, and

tion, 

British food control, on the 
whole, is described as having suc- 
cessfully accomplished an even 
and adequate flow of food into the 
channels of distribution, and its 
distribution equitably to all 
Classes of the community.

In fact they fill a psychological 
need, If the rush of feeling is met 
with a response it soon passes off, 
if it must fall back on itself there 
may be later injurious effects. 
How else can a child learn the 
| Sympathetic touch? 

“Then there js the slogan, ‘Fight 
your Own battles.’ Yet if a young 
child has trouble lacing shoes, using 
| knife and fork, does not a mother 
help? She doesn't do for him, she 
| shows him how. Getting along with 
others takes skill, too. Then there 


is another puzzle. The child is sup- 
}posed to reply to an injury by, 
fighting it out but if, as an adult, 


|he does the same thing he is told 
| that he is taking the law into his 
hands.” 

I think your kind heart is betray- 
| ing your in‘elligence. A child learrfs 
|Sympathy when he shows it to 
others; and he learns how to get 
along with others by steing how his 
| parents act and being told how best 

he can get along. His mistakes need
